G.S.R. 354(E). —The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), and after consultation with Central Committee for Food Stan¬ 
dards, is hereby published as required by the provisions of said section for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of India in which the notification is published 
are made available to the public; 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before 
the expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 
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(a) in rule 42 in sub-rule Z Z Z, in clause (2), for the words and letter “Acesulfame-K and Saccharin So¬ 
dium”, the words “Acesulfame-K, Saccharin Sodium and Sucralose” shall be substituted, 

(b) in rule 47, sub-rule (1),— 

(i) in the first proviso, in the Table, the following shall be added at the end, namely :—

(ii) in the second proviso, for the words “Provided that Saccharin Sodium or Aspertame (Methyl Ester) or 
Acesulfame Potassium”, the words “Provided further that Saccharin Sodium or Aspertame (Methyl Ester) or 
Acesulfame Potassium or Sucralose” shall be substituted. 


(ni) after second proviso as so amended, the following proviso shall be added, namely :— 

“Provided also that where Sucralose is marketed as table top sweetener, the concentration of Sucralose shall 
not exceed 6 mg per 100 gm of tablet or granule”; 

(c) In Appendix ‘B\— 

(i) in item A 01,01, for the words, figures and letters “Aspertame (Methyl Ester) not exceeding 700 PPM 1 , the 
words, figures and letters “Aspertame (Methyl Ester) not exceeding 700 PPM or Sucralose not exceeding 
300 PPM”, shall be substituted; 

(ii) after item A, 07,13, the following shall be inserted, namely ■— 

“A. 07.14—Sucralose : 

Chemical name :—1,6-Dichloro-l,6-Dideoxy-|3 -D-Fructofuranosyl-4-Chloro-4-Deoxy- 
a-D-galactopyranoside; 

Synonyms—4, 1' 6'-Tnchlorogalactosucrose; INS 955 
Chemical formula—C j2 H„Cl 3 O g 
Molecular weight—397.64 

It shall be white to off-white, odourless, crystalline powder, having a sweet taste. It shall be freely soluble in 
water, in methanol and in alcohol and slightly soluble in ethyl acetate. It shall contain not less than 98.0% 
and not more than 102.0% of C^H^dp,, calculated on anhydrous basis. It shall not contain more than 3 
PPM of Arsenic (as AS) and 10 PPM or heavy metals (as pb). It shall not contain more than 0.1% of 
methanol. Residue on ignition shall not be more than 0.7% and water not more than 2.0%”.
